Speculation abounds as to the whether the K1 is actually in Field Test. 
Well, it's not. But, I was able to bribe Wayne with an invitation for a 
free lunch & have a peek inside his lab & recent K1 developments. I took a 
quick test-drive of the latest 'n greatest K1 on a pretty miserable day on 
20m. Plenty of ear-grinding QRN and weak stations way down in the noise 
floor - a perfect day to test the K1's newly-refined RX filters. In a word 
- sweet! I was especially impressed at how little signal loss I experience 
when I tightened the filters all the way down. The K1 is starting to sound 
K2-like.

I'm using a VXO/mixer approach to get to a wide range VFO for a similar 
configuration. All of the wide band VXO info was gleaned from various web 
pages and old QQ, Sprat and other QRP journals. We have added no new 
concepts, circuits tricks and other value to what was already available by 
looking around. 

We used the same concept as Mike Branca W3IRZ did for the Georgia Sierra and 
picked common low priced (less than $1) xtals that are off the shelve and 
available from mailorder places like Digi-key, Mouser and Radioshack.com. 
With a little effort you could build a VXO/mixer rather cheaply if you have 
a decent junk box. 

I'm using the generic VXO/Mixer module to drive standard Vectronics RX and 
TX boards that have been MODed to accept the VXO/mixer signal rather than 
creating the osc. signal on the indepent boards. 

The VXO is a dual xtal osc. that yields about 50-90 kHz band speard and the 
mixer (NE602/612)internal LO xtal is pulled during TX for the TX offset. 
Short term stability of this arrangement very good. The VXO oscillator 
circuit is a typical series xtal+L+C tuned colpiltts osc. circuit . The 
only difference is that there are two xtals of the same frequency in 
parallel. We have not tried to match them at all and the results are still 


good. We are using varactor tuning rather than air caps. This allows us to 
generate Main, RIT and TX offset tuning easily. The output of the NE602 
mixer is put through a DTC bandpass filter followed by an FET source 
follower. The output from the FET is sufficient to drive the RX mixer on the 
Vectronics board and the TX board has the original osc. stage modified to be 
an untuned low dB gain RF amp stage for the remainer of the TX rig. On 10 
meters the rig puts out about 500-600 mW. 

Check out my web page for info on the generic VXO experiments that Bob 
Confrey WA1EDJ and I have done in this area and my approach to building a 
testbed platform to test the VXO/MIXER. Although we etched a prototype board 
it can easily be ugly constructed. I just suggest that it be shielded in an 
enclosure to eliminate some of the harmonics of the two xtals used to do the 
VXO and the LO mix. 

This is just food for thought and there are NO PCB VXO/MIXER boards 
available.

I can't point to a particular design, but a VFO (lower 
freq such as typical to most of our rigs) could be 
mixed up with a garden variety xtal oscillator. I 
suspect this could be done for about the same change. 
Several "universal" VFO designs have been published - 
this could use a variable cap or a varactor/pot 
tuning. The varactor VFO design in the Ten Tec rigs 
covers 70 KHz and this would certainly cover the most 
important CW spectrum on 10m. 


Assuming one were using the PC board to build this 
rig, a "daughter board" with an ugly/manhattan VFO 
could be added. I think a DC receiver would work ok 
on 10m since there is much less QRM than 40, but given 
a hetrodyned VFO its tempting just a build a superhet. 
And of course a 10m rig is forthcoming from NORCAL 

. SO many options exist. Since I don't have a 
"normal" QRP rig for 10m I've been thinking things 
thru myself a little.

I have built an "ugly weekender" and read the 
optimized transceiver article, which the ugly 
weekender is a simplified version of. These are well 
designed direct conversion rigs, although some 
improvements to this were incorporated into later DC 
receiver designs such as the R2. A lot can be 
discussed about the pluses and minuses of DC 
conversion rigs. 


These rigs were designed with minimizing power 
consumption for portable operation, while still having 
a decent intercept point front end using a discrete 
diode ring mixer. The ugly weekender has a nice VFO 


that uses coarse and fine variable capacitors. The 
stock design does not have much of an RF filter in the 
receiver hence suffers from AM BC leakage - both from 
the MF AM BC band and also from 40 meter broadcasts. 
This can be improved. 


One of the purposes for these articles was to discuss 
various construction techniques that were employed.

RTV silicone is OK as is GE Silicone II. They don't contain acetic acid. 
Regular silicone chalk and glue do. Still for cementing the turns to a toroid 
a little clear finger nail polish is the way to go. When you mount the toroid 
leave the wires a little slack and use a dab of Silicone II glue to hold the 
toroid to the board. This combination works very well for me.

Having built both the Ugly Weekender/Junk Box Receiver combination (recently) 
and the Optimized QRP rig (several years ago), and having done quite a bit of 
operating with both of them on the air, as well as with an SW-40, an SW-20+, 
a NORCAL-20, and a .38 Special, I would say that the most noticable 
difference between any of them is the difference in the receivers in terms of 
selectivity, but that the on-the-air performance of the two older rigs 
compares very favorably with the newer kits available today. 


The above rigs are ranked in order of receiver selectivity, from widest to 


narrowest, as follows: The Junk Box Receiver, DC with no audio filter, 
Optimized QRP Rig, DC with audio filter, the .38 Special, superhet with 
minimal crystal filtering, the SW series with very good crystal filtering, 
and the NorCal-20, a superhet with outstanding characteristics throughout. 


All of the above have sensitive enough receivers to work DX or local 
contacts. Of course, the 5 Watt outputs of the NorCal 20 and the .38 Special 
with 5 Watt Mod give them a distinct advantage in being heard when band 
conditions are rougher, but the 1 to 1.5 Watts output of the others are all 
very comparable and quite adequate on the air for medium powered QRP 
operation. 


Some of the design features of the Optimized QRP Rig by W7EL were 
"light-years" ahead of other designs when it first appeared around 1980, and 
are being copied by many "modern" designers to this day because they are 
still better than anything that has come along since. 


The Ugly Weekender/Junk Box Receiver design is pretty closely based on the 
Optimized QRP Rig's Design, and, if features such as Lewallen's RIT circuit 
is added to the VFO, his Diplexer (or one of Rick Campbell KK7B's) and an 
audio filter are added to the receiver, it will perform in very much the 
same, fine fashion. 


I built one of KK7B's diplexers into my Junk Box Receiver, the one from his 
Mini-R2 circuit, and haven't added an audio filter yet, but have been 
extremely pleased with the sensitivity and audio quality of the receiver. As 
simple as it's circuit is, it is a good one. 


Lewallen's receiver, with the audio filter, and with the RIT circuit, could 
be tuned so as to minimize any interference from the opposite sideband 
(there's that nasty word again, hi) and was surprisingly easy to listen to. 
The Optimized QRP Rig was, and is, an exemplary design, and is fun and 
rewarding to operate on the air. In that rig, the direct conversion receiver 
is no disadvantage. 


So, in my opinion, those two "old time" QRP designs stand up very well in 
comparison to today's kit rigs, and both give great value in terms of 
learning experience and very satisfying on-the-air operation.
